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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is reading limitations from the 
specification into the claims. That is, the applicant is interpreting the claimed "preferred route" as being a roundtrip (B to C and C to B). 
The claim calls for at least two or more links associated with two nodes. This can be perceived as A to B and B to A or with morethan 
two links, A to B and B to C and C to A. If going from A to B and then from B to A, conditions (1 ) and (2) of applicant's claims are met. 
However, if using a one way route e.g. a circle i.e. from A to B and B to C and C to A, with A to B being the first link, and C to A being the 
second link, only condition (1) of applicant's claims is met. Thus the claim language is indefinite as the meets and bounds of the language 
are undeterminable. The applicant is arguing round trip, but the claim does not preclude one-way travel or how applicant can have a 
round trip with more than two links. 

With regard to art rejection, the applicant only argued the patentability of the process claims, not the system or product claims. The 
system and product claims are separable and distinct. With regard to the apparatus/ system/ product claims, the prior art need only be 
capable of performing the inteded use of the claims, (see MPEP 2114, 2115).. 

The applicant should revise the claim language to be consistent with his intent. The claim language as it is appears reads on 
MAPQUEST.
